wet the cut stalk every day with 
water, : 

If fish cannot be cooked the same 
dav keep It fresh this way:—Put the 
fish in a: large basin and pour ovcr 
n mixture of salt and water, one ten- 
icupful of salt to one qunrt of water.

Dienity of Life 

Another fact should be considerce 
by the parent with 
putting his lad

I have vivid memories of appren- 
tice Inds degraded in many ways to 
make a forenoon or lunch hour sport 
for older men. Some come out ef 
it coarsened, their Ives and decency 
broken.

that. In diMlcult times both must 
culfer, in prosperity both sides of 
Ife stand to galn, Business and pro- 
fessions ure not altogether a “risk” 
for youth,

DIVORCE LAWS 


RECOGNITION BY THE 
CHURCH ADVOCATED 


The belicf that there {3 no hope of 
Christlans really influencing ° civil 
legialation, or of the Church truly 
Interpreting Christ's mind to {ts own 
people unless it recognises that a man 
and woman may conscientiously and 
in loyalty to Christ choose divorce as 
the best course for them, was ¢x- 
pressed by the Kev..H. W. Baines, 
preaching fn St. John's Cathedral 
yesterday on “Law and Love.” - 


Mr. Baincs took as his text Christa 


tenchings from the Sermon on tho 
Mount nccording to the Sth, Chapter 
of Matthew, verses 27, 28 and 31 ond 


32. He sald: 


“1 hive been trying to show in this 
scries of sermons that the authority 
of Jesus as Lord of human Ilfe and 
the practical relevance of His moral 
teaching He not in any words Ho 
spoke which still find a place in our 
legislation but in the immortal spirit 
which Inspired His teaching, I bes 
Meve that it is our task os His dis~ 
‘clples to show by: the way In which 
we mako that Spirit truce in life to« 
day that the charge of irrelevance {a 
nonsense, . 


To all that many, some from one 
side and some from the other, will obs 
ject and point to these words from 
Matthew V os an exception, Here, 
it is said, Christ leaves abstractions 
and comes down to plans for the acs 
tual form of the institutlon of maf. 
ringe. Is not that an exception to 
whnot, you have suggested? : 


In answering that question I know 
in the first place that these words of 
Jesus nbout divorce have for genecras 
tions and by many wise and saintly, 
people been taken ay the God-given 
foundation for Icgislation about mar~ 
rlage and divorce. Of course I re~ 
spect that view although I cannot 
agree with it. Certainly any man 
may well think twice before he tells 
people who come to prepare for 
Christian marrisge that in these 
words of verses 31 and 32, Christ was 
not Inying down a law for their obedl~ 
ence for he must know that Christ 
suld very little else, if anything, 
directly and posittvely about mar- 
riage, ond so that from the very 
source where they loyally expect to 
find so much light they will get, it 
seems, none. But I cannot help 
kenowing also that because mony peo- 
ple cannot accept what they regard 
as the Church’s claim to absolute 
nuthority in Christ's name to legislate 
about marriage and divorce, Christ's 
authority on the whole range of re- 
lations between men and women dis- 
appears,. Such people regard sexual 
morality as the tuboo of a superstl- 
tious, conservative and prudential 
society, Friendship, courtship, mar- 
riage are all emptied of moral con- 
tent and come, for them, to depend 
on convenience and utility, To re- 
clalm all this world for Christ's qu- 
thority is a cause worth fighting for. 


Inner Motive 


And it is mot diMcult to under- 
stand why Christ appears to make 
this one exception to His usual prac~ 
tice, He was bound to refer’not only 
to love but alsa to law and Institu- 
tions first because He was asked a 
direct question about divorce, and, 


‘| secondly, because in this matter In- 


ner mative must express itself in in- 
stitutlonal acts so soon. Hatred need 
not find outlet in murder, but wrong 
or Christlike love of a woman must 
express itself, in a vast majority of 
cases, in actlon affecting the exist- 
ing institutions of the state, at what- 
ever period he is iving. i 


What, then, is the meaning of 
Jesus’ answer about divorce? Let me 
quote two passoges from Dr. Lind- 
say's book—"The Moral Teaching. of 
Jesus: ‘He was faced with a situa- 
tion where men determined the re- 
Jatlons of the sexes and women we 
regarded as belngs whose fate was 
settled by what men chose to decide; 
where it was taken for granted, and 
for reasons that were compelling, 
that a woman must belong to some 
man. You can see that assumption 
in the curlous words of verse 32, 
“Causeth her” to commit adultery.” 
The assumption {fs that If a woman 
was divorced, she was bound ta be 
picked up by someone else, Clearly 
the assumption that women are to be 
regarded, not as persons or indivl- 
duals in their own right, but as means 
only for the gratification of men’s 
sexual desires or for thelr utility, 
was stumped upon the Mosaic Jaw 
which he fs eritielsing. Jesus {s in 
effect saying ‘Moses sct some limits 
to your right to regard women as 
your property and to get rid of them 
when you are tlred of them or have 
no further use for them or when 
they are childless. Moses sald there 
must. be a certain amount of decency 
about It. You must give them a 
writing of divorcement. But I say 
the whole thing is wrong. You have 
under no circumstances a right to 
dispose of women In that way, what- 
ever the excuse may be. According 
to the accepted version in Mntthew, 
he made one exception, allowed one 
excuse, According to the version In 
Mark and Luke, He allowed no 
excuse. The view that “save for 
fornication” {s a Inte addition seems 
to me probable. It is like Jesus to 
say “The whole thing {s wrong’. 
For the whole thing Implied this 
attitude of men to women which Is 
the real evil—the root of trouble.’ 


Ideal Marriage 


of .an fdeal which Is dear to God's 
heart for His children, not what 
Moses conceded for the hardness of 
our hearts, Wo are not ¢nqulring 
for laws which will achieve best a 
marrlage in which women are 
economicolly dependent on men. 
Social, and economic sanctions for 
martingo and to know how law can 
help to achieve It. « 


Jesus’ first answer fs equality, 
You must call St reverence. This is 
plain from verse 28 In which the 
Greck word translnted ‘lookelh on 
a woman to lust after her’ means 
nothing more gross than ‘want or 
wish for himscif’, What Christ js 
rebuking is not ‘uncontrolled. and 
cruel lust so much as .using a woman, 
or a man, as 4 means to any enjoy- 
ment or gain or advancement, Hence 
what Christ sponsors fs a relationship 
of trug equality in which both can 
love and enjoy and reverence cach 
other for thelr own sake purcly, 
That,-to my, mind, necessitates the 
institution..of .marringe and moves 
away from experimental or come 
panionate marriage In ag much as 
they Inck just that rscpongibllity 
which would deliver us from sel- 
fishness. 


But sccondly, as It seems'to me, so 
for from = emphosising’ adultery, 
Jesus points away from it.and says 
that the greed or self-secking of 
which He speaks may be found as 
much Inside marriage as outsld¢, and 
therefore that to possess the institu- 
tion of marringe {5 no talisman to 
victory, os the ‘happy ending’ often 
suggests, for what matters ts within 
or without St, love of the other for 
his own sake, : 


Tho Worst Encmics 


From this it follows for Jesus and 
His ideal of marringe that the worst 
enemies are all sins against love such 
aa pride, unimaginatlvencss, greed 
‘standing on one’s rights,’ jealousy, 
Indifference, and that adultery, un- 
less it Js thought of simply as the 
final expression of each of these sins, 
Js removed from Sts notorlous pos!- 
tlon ns the only ndequate, or, worse 
us the only Christian cause of 
divorce. In this respect, as in others, 
Mr, Herbert's BIL brings civil divorce 
Jaw nearer Christ's spirit. Another 
emphasis in Jesus’ teaching oat this 
point—also echoed by the Marriage 
Act'a prohibition of divoree untll 
five (or three) years of marriage 
have clapsed—fs responsibility, For 
just as neither the man nor the wo- 
man can live as Christ wills in 
marrlage entirely to ond for them- 
selves, but also for the other and 
thelr children, so also it is unthini~ 
able that Christ's Cull blessing would 
rest on a. whole home which lived ene 
tircly to itself and ignored or denl- 
ed all responsibility to the commu. 
nity in which it lived, a 


Jesus' teaching shows that His 
Ideal of marringe means equality be- 
tween man and woman, but, further 
love and reverence, pure and dis- 
Interested within the bome; and also 
responsibility, to the community, 


It is here that the point and mean- 
ing of “whom God hath ‘Joined to- 
gether Ict no man put, asunder” ond 
of Hfclong vows appear. The indis- 
solubility of marriage is a vital ele- 
ment In the Christian conception of 
love in order to provide just that 
sheltered place whereln the close, in- 
timate, longstanding- relationship of 
Christlan marriage, the uniqueness of 
ench personality can develop; where 
cach can be entirely himself to the 
love of the other for her own sake. 
Here js.n shelter anda safeguard 
against wayward moods and personal 
typhoons; here’ 1s a focus for God's 
Braclous sclf-giving, The Church 
is fairly old and wise in human na- 
ture and rouch versed in.the needs of 
the average man and woman and she, 
Uke her Lord, lives to help the good 
that is in men come true. 

Bridging the Gulf 


But granted that lifelong marringe 
is part of God's gift to men and wo- 
men, how would Christ deal with 
those who break down In receiving 
it, with the failure? How must His 
Church show Christ fn dealing with 
such breakdowns? First Iet us male 
sure that the first Interest of Christ- 
jans is not: how to prevent people 
Retting unmarried; ft is rather to 
help them to get marricd rightly and 
to make bridges. between them when 
a gulf has opened. ‘ Then Iet us make 
sure that verse 32 does not mean that 
Christ requires divorce when one 
act of adultery has occurred. He 
does treat adultery os o sin but not, 
as we well know, as unforgivable. 
No doubt it is a sign of sin to need 
divorce and no doubt divorce causes 
misery to the children: but I person~ 
ally believe that worse misery. may 
be caused and moro Injury done to 
God's will and love by the blinding 
Inseparably of a man and woman 
of whom it can no longer be sald 
that they are Christian man and ‘wife 
nor that God jolna them together. I 
do believe that for the great majority 
of sincere Christians the way out of 
such distress fs by “the way through 
of voluntarily .nccepted . “suffering: 
but I belleve cqually that there’ is 
ho hope of Christians really Influenc- 
ing civil legislation or of the Church 
truly interpreting Christ's mind to 
its own people unless. it recogniscs 
that 2 man and woman may cons- 
clentiously and in loyalty to Christ 
choose divorce as-the best course for 
them In ‘thelr circumstances. The 
practical result of ‘that bellef fs that 
Christians should work for the pro- 
vision of élvil legislation .to facill- 
tate divorce undertaken in that spirit.

PANAMERICAN RECORD 


MILESTONE IN DEVELOPMENT 


OF PACIFIC AVIATION 


A significant decnde In aviation 
came to nm  closo when trans- 
oceanic flylng, long the last refuge of 
daring pilots seeking individualistle 
recognition and courting, personal 
fame, appeared an the principal fea. 
ture in a routine announcement from 
Pan-American Airways that the fly- 
Ing equipment of itn Pacifle Division 
had logged 1,000,000 miles in the 
malntenance of regular alr service 
across the Pacific Ocean. 

- With the arrlval of the Philippine 
Clipper In Manila, on Monday, July 
12; 1,000,000 miles: of trans-oceantc 
flylng, without mishap, were com- 
pleted by Pan American Airways

trans-Paclfe clippers, Mying in re-] 


gular, scheduled airline service across 
the world’s largest ocean. 


All of the 1,000,000 miles were 
achieved exclusively fn flights on 
which either mall, express or paor- 
sengers, or all three, were carricd. 
It does not include: nearly 200,000 
miles of non-scheduled flying done 
over the Pacifle In the original survey 
work of the route or in subsequent 
training flights, the mileage of which 
in ftself totals more than five times 
all of the successful trans-Paclific 
fights made {n the decade beginning 
with 1927 by successful trans-ocennic, 
ploncer ficrs. In the last two years 
of thls decade, after long and inten- 
sive study of the route to be flown, 
after the creation of two sJmportant 
mld-Pacific island stations, carved out 


of coral hardness and semi-troplical 
wilderness, after the erection of 
power-houses, wireless stations and 
modern airway Inns for the comfort 
and care of sky travellers, more than 
one hundred air crossings have been 
mide without o single mishap on the 
9,000-mile trans-Pacific airway, which 
now extends from the mainland of 
the United States directly Into China. 
In the accomplishment of this milllon- 
mile record, 5,622,124 passenger miles 
have been flown and nearly two 
hundred tons of air freight, exclusive 
of mail, have been carried on the 
wings of the clippers. 


Changes In Method 


While the first 1,000,000 miles have 
been logged in the last two years of 
the most important decade of the 
history of aviation, the achievement 
has little In common with the reeleless 
spirit of daring which marked many 
of those heroic stunt flights over 
oceans with which the ten-year 
period opened. A whole new science 
of aerial navigation and instrument 
flying, unknown at the beginning of 
that decade, has’ been — perfected. 
Radio control has been developed 
toa point where planes are in touch 
with land stations every minute 
throughout an entire fight. And 
while most of the pioneering ocean 
air crossings of 1927 were under- 
taken on a “hit-or-miss” basis in 
single-engined land plancs, the 
1,000,000 mile record of the ¢Hppers 
has been donc entirely in fours 
engined trans-oceanic flying boats of 
a size and type unknown ten years 
ugg. Even the training of the fiers 
who are responsible for bringing. the 
modern ocean airliners with their 
cargoes of passengers, mail ond ¢x- 
press in on schedule, differs radically 
from that of tho -pilots. who . first 
undertook to demonstrate that the 
seas could be crossed by alr, And 
whereas the attempts at the begin. 
ning of the decade were In the Inst 
analysis the sole: concern of one or 
two men making oa Qjght, there |. 
represented In the undertaking of 
regular scheduled noirline flying. of 
the -Paciflc to-day all of the con- 
siderations--of the older forms of 
transportatlon—the care and feeding 
of passengers, traffle procedure, alr 
express and mail handling, and re- 
guintiongs governing — internatlonal 
transport. 


Ten years ago silent birdmen of 
heroic stature alone flew oceans, In 
the passenger lists represented by the 
first 1,000,000 mites of regular opera- 
thon of the U.S.-Asia airway there 
are. nearly as many married couples 
listed as single people, instances of 
whole familtes, of mothers accom. 
panied by their children and honcy- 
moon couples flying the Pacific. 


8,119 Flying Hours 


. The bulk of the 1,000,000 miles 
has been flown by three Martin-type 
ocean-going alrliners which have be- 
come world famous: the China 
Clipper, the Phillppinc CHpper and 
the Hawali Clipper. Qn April 27, 
1937, this triumvirate was jolned by 
the Hongkong Cllpper, with the ex- 
tension of the trans-Pacific airway 
from Manila to Hongkong. This 
feet of flying craft covered the first 
1,000,000 miles in 8,119 flying hours. 
To cover the same distance ocean 
surface craft would have . required 
60,000 hours of constant stcaming, 
The China Clipper holds the flect 
record for the fastest trip over the 
longest water jump of he route— 
the 2,410 miles between San Francisco 
and Honolutu. The record flight 
was made eastbound on April 20-30, 
1930, In the fast tlme of fourteen 
hours and fifty-seven minutes. The 
Philippine Clipper holds the record 
for the fastest travelling tlme record 
betweea Alameda and the Phillippines, 
made from November 6 to 11, 1936. 


The first survey flights, none of the 
mileage of which is Included in the 
1,000,000 mile record, wero started 
on Aprit 16, 1035, 
regular scheduled operation began on 
November 22, 1035, and passenger 
gervice waa opened on October 21,

This is a 
wise precaution, for advance 
concentration on, the many 
jssucs involved may result in 
measures to prevent any marked 
recession in industrial activity. 
Actually, Britain's economic 
.position has immensely {m- 
proved during the past four 
years, there being a rapid and 
almost unbroken increase in 
national income. Indeed, during 
the past three years the rate of 
growth has been unprecedented. 
National income during that 
period increased by no less a 
sum than £942 millions—ao 
figure’ which is made all the 
more impressive when we re- 
member that in the whole 
twenty-five years front 1865 to 
41890 the increase, expressed in 
present-day prices, was no more 
than £960 millions. The con- 
clusion has recently been drawn 
by an economist, that there is 
no intrinsic reason why British 
industry should not be able to 
produce ‘an output distinctly 
greater that at present. But 
this may be accompanied by a 
rise in the prices of manufac- 
tured goods. So far as the cur- 
rent -yenr: is concerned, this 
increase in. production is not 
expected to involve more than a 
four per cent. increase in the 
number of industrial workers 
employed. This would mean 
that in the fourth quarter of 
this year there should be about 
460,000 more workers-in employ- 
ment than in the fourth quarter 
of Inst year.

BOY’S FOOT IS 
~ INJURED 


The Court of Appeal recently 
decided that the -Fulham Borough 
Council hud not taken suMcient 
measures to protect children from 
risk when paddling in’ a pond at 
Bishop's Park, 


‘Thelr lordships dismissed with 
costs the Council's nppeal from the 
award by Mr. Justice Greaves-Lord, 
in the King’s Bench Division, of £69 
10s Gd to Albert Ellis, nine, and his 
father, of Rowallan-road, Fulham. 
The boy had stepped on a piece of 
glass while paddling in the pond and 
severed a tendon in his left big toc, 


It was contended for the council 
that the boy s not, as the judye 
had held, an “invitee but merely a 
“licensee,” anct that the only duty 
on the council was to ensure that the 
pond did not constitute a “trap"- or 
hidden danger of which they -Itnew. 

Lord Justice Slesser und Lord 
Justice MacKinnon both gave the 
opinion yesterday that it was im- 
possible to say the boy was an 
“invitee.” : 


Lord Justice’ Greer: IT -am_ not 
entirely sntisNed. This was a very 
inviting place for children, 


“T think that putting up a notice- 
board for children of this age fs no 
rood at nll,” remarked Lord Justice 
MacKinnon.

WOMAN ACCUSED OF SELLING 
‘SETS WITHOUT LICENCE 


A case in which Tang Yuk-lin, a 
wotnan, of 1 Lascar Row, was sum- 
moned for offering for sale wireless 
apparatus without a dealer's leence, 
and falling to notify change of address 
of a receiving station on June 30, was 
concluded before Mr.,W. Schofield ot 
the Central Magistracy on Saturday, 
when the defendartt was fined $75. 

Defendant Joudly protested her 
innocence and . declared that | she 
would prefer to go to gaol rather than 
pay the fine, wherent his Worship told 
her she would not be gratified In such 
a way but her shop would be dis- 
trained if she did not find the moncy. 

Mr. A. E. E, Jeffries, of the Wirc- 
less Department, prosccuted. 

Evidence was given by’ Ng Ma-~- 
mang, wireless technician, who stated 
that on June 14 he had gone to the 
shop in Lower Lascar Row with Mr. 
Anderson of the Wireless Department, 
acting as interpreter, 


He saw two radios there amongst 
other items for snle, and a foki asked 
him if he wanted to buy them. He 
went back there about two weeks 
later, and a man whom he teok for 
the master produced a_ recciving 
Meence. The radios were nat in sight 
on this second visit, but he heard 
the noise of one somewhere in the 
house. . 

Defendant's Version 


Defendant, in a statement, said the 
two “radios” the wireless people had 
seen were uctually her own recelving 
set and an old box which had once 
contained a radio, but which she had 
bought at an auction simply as an old 
box, 

Wong Ying-chcung, 
shop gave evidence supporting 
statement. 

In reply to his Worship, Mr. Jeffries 
anid the fee for a dealer's Heence was 
$50 a year. The Postmnster-Gencral 
wished him to point out that it was 
through the authorised dealers chiefly 
that the wireless authoritics were able 
to trace unlicensed sets, These un- 
Heensed dealers therefore did a lot 
of harm. : 

The second summons against the 
defendant was withdrawn, ond his 
Worship imposed a fine only on the 
first. charge.

CORONATION 
HINDERED BY 
STATUTE 


GARTER KING OF ARMS 
ON HIS DIFFICULTIES 


TRIBUTE TO EARL 
MARSHAL 


Gorter King of Arms, Sir Geriwld 
Wollaston, speaking at a Coronation 
art and pageantry dinner at the 
Lyceum Club, Chesterfield-gardens, 
confessed that he had found himself 
in difficulties at every turn with 
regard to. the Coronation ceremony 
as a result of the Statute of West- 
minster, 


“Nobody thought about’ the Co- 
ronation when the statue was passed,” 
he said, and. gave as one example 
thet under the Statute cvery Prime 
Minister in the Empire was of equal 
importance, but it was quite impos- 
sible for them all to-sit in the 
same seat. 


Sir Gernld olso referred to dif- 
ficulties cnused in the making. of 
arrangements for King, George V.'s 
funernt owing to King Edward's 
insistence thnt it should take place 
at the ehd of the week, Less time 
was allowed for the funeral nrrange- 
ments to be made than ever before. 

The first days after King George's 
death were taken up by the Pro- 
clumation, and it was not until the 
following Thursday evening that the 
arrangements for the funeral could 
be taken in hand.! This meant night 
and day work, ° 

In a tribute to the Earl Marshal, 
the Duke of Norfolk, Sir Gerald sajid: 
“The Earl Marshal may be young, 
but he is a very great person Indeed. 
He Js a born leader of men, and, 
as oli of you have witnessed at both 
the funeral and the Coronation, he 
has shown a great personality and a 
freat capucity for taking part in 
these ceremonials.” 


Flying Offlcer King, after his death 
there, but the strictest secrecy was 
muintalned ns to the verdict. 


Mr. Smith was the son of Mr.

These figures only cover fatalities, 
There are several times more non- 
fatal crashes than crackups In which 
personnel fs killed, officials admitted, 
A London newspaper's unoMclal es- 
timate places the total of all RAF, 
crashes during the past five months 
at 400 machines which cost more 
than £1,600,000.

SEQUEL- 


OWNERS AND BANK 
BRING ACTION 


£10,000 CLAIM IN- 
HONGKONG 


The selzure by the © Chinese 
Maritlme Customs at Shanghal of 100 
eases of oplum, valued ot £17,000, 
In 1930, had a sequel when a clalm 
to recover £10,000 from the carrlers 
was brought by the owners tn the 
Supreme Court this morning. , 

Mr, Justlee C, Gs Alnbaster, 1¢.c., 
heard the claim which was brought 
by the Bank of Talwan, Ltd, and 
H. S. M. R, Kazeroont & Sons, 
merchants of Bushire, Persla, against 
Rickmers Rhederal AG., oWwnere of 


‘} the 3.8, Claus Rickmers, 


Mr, Eldon Potter, x.c.,, and Mr, H. 
C, Macnamara were Instructed by Mr. 
R, A. Wadeson, of Deacons, for ‘the 
plaintiffs, while Mr. H. G. Sheldon, 
Kc., and the Hon. Mr. Leo D'Almada, 
were Instructed by Mr, D, H. Bloke, 
of Wilkinson & Grist, for the defend- 
ants, , 

The statement of claim set out that 
the platntlff! were the owners and 
the Bank of Taiwan were the pledgees 
of the opium, Defendants, by Mac- 
Kinnon, Mackenzle & Co., their agents 
In Hongkong, shipped the oplum at 
Hongkong on November 13, 1930, 
consigned on a: bill of Inding to 
Cornube, Eckford & Winning at 
Dairen, The oplum was not deliver- 
ed and plaintiffs suffered a loss of 
£17,000 through the confiscation of 
the cargo by the Chinese Maritime) 
Customs in Shanghai, the confiscation 
having been brought about by the 
neglivence of defendants in making 
a breach of the regulations yoverning 
the imporfer opium Into China. 

The claim was, therefore, for the 
loss of the cargo carried on the bill 
of lading; alternatively, for damages 
caused by negligence. 

At_the commencement of the case 
Mr, Potter sild defendants had plead- 
ed the Cnrringe of Goods by Sea 
Ordinance which limited their liability 
to £100 per cuse of opium, This 
reduced the claim to £10,000 which 
was agreed upon as the sum to be 
converted intu local currency at the 
date of confiscation If plainttfts 
succeeded, 

SHIPMENT ADMITTED 

Counsel continued that the facts of 
the shipment and the duty of the 
defendants was admitted by them, 
and it was clear that unless they could 
prove that they took proper cure of 


.J the cargo and unless they could bring 


the case within “exceptions” to the 
bil) of lading without any default of 
thelr own, defendants must assume 
Nability, : 

In the defenco to the claim, -de- 
fendants were relying “on the 
“Restraint of Princes" clause for non~ 
delivery of the cargo, Counsel would 
submit thoy could not plead that 
clause because the {importation of 
oplum to China was prohibited, and 
oplum in transit was admitted under 
very strict rules drawn up by the 
Chisese Maritime Customs, which 
rules the: defendants had broken. 
This breach brought about the con 
Oscation, : 

The regulations in question asked 
that agents of vessels having opium 
in transit to other ports should inform 
the Chief Tide Surveyor in writing, 
how much opium was being carried 
so.. that - precautions: could be taken 
against any oplum being smuggled 
ushore. Defendants neglected to In- 
form the Chief Tide Surveyor prior 
to the arrival of the ship but sent In 
wu omunifest shortly afterwards in 
which no mention of thé opium was 
made. Another manifest covering 
the opium was sent later. Defendants 
would deny that the importation of 
opium into China was absolutely 
forbidden and further that the reyula~ 
tion was In force at the time, ‘They 
would maintain that there was no 
duty Imposed: on them to do other 
than they did. : 

Mr. Potter suggested that the 
regulation was casy to comply with 
and any reasoniuble man would obey 
it to protect his cargo. 

The defendacts would deny that 
they did import opium into China, 
but Counsel submitted that bringing 
such a cargo Into China‘s territorial 
waters wus importation, 

LEGAL ASPECTS 

Counsel set out the English law on 
the case and briclly summed up the 
Chinese law, which, he said, would be 
praved in Court by two gentlemen of 
high attalnmests, © China had) made 
some draste laws to prevent nare 
‘cotics from cntiring the country and 
tpium required for medicinal pur- 
poses and drugs in transit only were 
allowed to be imported, these under 
very striet conditions, 

Counsel quoted Notification 94B of 
the Handbook of Customs Procedure 
41 Shanghoi and, in reply to a point 
raised by the Chief Justice, sald it 

not sufficient merely to comply 
vith the spirit of the law fn this 
case. Chinn required advance notice 
of imported drugs in writing and the 
regulation could be construed in no 
other way. : i 

Counset remarked that the second 
manifest which wus sent in by the 
Claus Rickmier, mentioned the oplum 
which had ‘then already been con- 
fiscated.. ~ 2 

Going over the facts, Counsel sald 
the agent in Hongkong did not notify 
the agent in Shunghal of the oplum, 
though it was known here’ doys be- 
fore that the cargo would be shipped. 
The Claus Rickmer stopped at Chan 
Wah Pang to unload cargo for the 
Chinese Government before tying up 
at the Klosha Wharf the same day: 
At Chan Wah Pang, the Captain had 
verbally reported to n Customs officer 
that he had opium on board and he 
made_o similar report in Shanghal.

A considerable part = of 
Britain’s industrial recovery is 
being attributed, in certain 
quarters, to the stimulus pro- 
vided by the national re-arma- 
ment scheme, and there is a fear 
that, once that scheme comes to 
fruition, 1 slump. may set in. 
The Government is clearly alive 
to this possibility, and, as Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain pointed out 
a few days ago, the whole mat- 
ter is at present engaging the 
attention of all Government de- 
partmonts concerned. This is a 
wise precaution, for advance 
concentration...on the.. .many 
issues involved may result in 


measures to prevent any marked 


recession in industrial activity. 
Actually, Britain's economic 
position has immensely im- 
proved during the past four 
years, there being a rapid and 
almost unbroken increase in 
national income. Indeed, during 
the past three years the rate of 
growth has been unprecedented. 
National income during that 
period increased by no less a 
sum than £942 millions—a 
figure which is made all the 
more impressive when we re- 
member that in the whole 
twenty-five years from 1866 to 
1890 the increase, expressed in 
present-day prices, was no more 
than £960 millions. The con- 
clusion has recently been drawn 
by an economist that . there is 
no intrinsic reason why British 
industry should not be able to 
produce .an output distinctly

Critcism of the form of Navy

‘BUDGE BEATS PARKER IN WIMBLEDON’S MOST 
ce BRILLIANT MATCH — 


London, July 1k. 

D. Budge, the American, nnd G. 
von Cramm, the German, reached 
the finnl of the men’s singles at 
Wimbledon yesterday at the expense 
of F. Parker (U.S.A.) and H. W. 
Austin (Great Britain), respectively. 

If we sce as greata fight in the final 
ns we saw in the Americans’ scmi- 
final we should be well satisfied. 


It was not quite such‘a great match 
between von Cramm and Austin, but 
for all that it was .finely played by 
woth men. Von Cramm won by 8-4, 
6-3, 12-14, O-1. Neither of them 
seemed to possess the verve or the 
Intense desire to press on to victory 
until the third sct was well on Its 
way. Then they woke up to Rive us 
a display of really versatile and virile 
Jawn teanis, and, incidentally, this 
third set, ultimately won by Austin 
at 14-12, toole an hour and a quarter 
all to Itself. 


BASELINE DUEL 


The match began and went on for 
some time as a bascline duel pure and 
simple, with both men winning their 
own services and malting beautiful 
strokes against strokes cqually beau- 
tiful from the other end. Austin sot 
nearest toa break-through first when 
he reached advantage on von Cramm’s 
service in the seventh game, but they 
had to go on pegging away until von 
Cramm got out against Austin's ser- 
vice, thanks to a timcly volleying 
elfort, at 8-6, 

In the second set von Cramim won 
Austin’s service for 4-3, and held his 
lead to fo out at 6-3, His service 
was stronger than Austin's. 

Austin got a 2-0 service lead in the 
third set, but after that they kept on 
tuking games against each other until 
Austin went out at 14-12, having had 
four match-point chances carlicr. 

It is almost inevitable that ao 
reaction must happen -to the winner 
of a set of this kind, and sure enough 
von Cramm won the match with -the 
loss of only one more game, All the 
same, 1 thought that Austin stood up 
to this crucial test remarkably well, 
showing no visible signs: of much 
wear ond tear. He has certainly 
justified his selection. as the fourth 
seeded player, and has proved him- 
self to be good enough for No, 3, 


BRILLIANT DEFENCE 


D. Budge beat F. Parker in.a fine 
fight by 2-6, 6-4, 6-4, 6-1. The merit 
of the encounter Jay in the fact that 
both men, as soon us they were once 
really at grips, drove with a supreme- 


ly good Iength, volleyed with con- 
summate skill, and yet managed to 
extricate themselves from renlly tight 
places by some of the cleverest defen- 
sive play ever seen, . - Wed 

Parker, in particular, was at times 
invincible, and it Is a great tribute 
to Budge's contidence and steadfast- 
ness that he. hardly even faltered in 
his stride. His passing shots ngainst 
such an accomplished volleycr as 
Parker, were his chief. assct, particu- 
larly the backhander across from left 
to right, which is a sure winner if 
perfectly executed, but otherwise 
often a loser. 

I doubt whether anybody knew 
that Budge had gained the mastery 
after taking the third  sct until he 
forged ahead to 3-1 in the fourth by 
winning Parker’s service on a double

Southport, July 1, 


Winning the singles by 54% points 


to 214, Amerlea retained possession 
of the Ryder Cup with a victory os 
deserved os it was convinclng. The 
margin In thelr favour in both singles 
and foursomes was & matches to 4, 
and thls was their first success on 
British soll. Now they have four 
triumphs to their credit against 
Great Britain's two. 

All the more striking was the 
American win, because they battied 
against the elements af wind on the 
first day and rain on the second— 
conditions in which our golfers might 
have been expected to have the 
advantage. 

Taking the game as a whole, the 
British players were better than the 
Americans through the green, but 
they were cut-classed at putting. 
When the Americans had to sink a 
putt to win a hole they did so with- 
out hesitation, Teanperament plays n 
large port in this type of game and 
the American temperament is super- 
lor to ours, 

Fortunately, we had in Sam Kini 
and Dai Rees two neweomers who 
gave examples of skill and courage 
that rather brightened the drab pic- 
ture. These young assistant profes- 
sionals, taking part In the first Ryder 
Cup contest, were the heroes of the 
day from the British point of view. 
Though at times stung by adversity, 
they refused to nllow the waunds to 
upset them, 

If 1 award chief honour to King, 
it is because of the splendour of his 
finish. King. was opposed to Amer- 
ica's match-play champion, Denny 
Shute, the man selected to oppose 


Catton for the title of world cham-|- 


plon; yet he was unafraid and un- 
ruffed, 


AN EPIC OF COURAGE 


In the first round Shute would have 
found himself in a desperate position 
if he hud not holed several long putts, 
und they finished the 18th all square, 
At the start of the second round 
things went all wrong: for King, and 
by the 7th he stood 4 down, but a 
2 at the 8th revived hopes. On the 
homeward Journey these hopes were 
justified. Kiny did tt nine ditti- 
cult holes in 33, won three of them 
and saved the match.

n the afternoon Rees quickly con- 
solidated his advantaye, became three 
up and never. tolAxed his #rip on the 
game, which hé Won at the 17th. 

Enthusiastle spectators carrled Rees 
shoulder high all the way down the 
last fairway, and he was almost mob- 
bed at the entrance to the club- 
house. 

Cotton also played the part of an 
English gentleman, He was expected 
to beat Mancro, the 1936 American 
champion, and he did. He played in 
something like the form of his cham- 
pionship year (1934), except that he 
missed three holeable putts. Even so, 
he was too accurate for Manero, whe 
was always strugeling. 

ALLISS' GLORIOUS DEFEAT 

One of our players, beaten on the 
last green, who commanded sympathy 
was Percy Alliss. It was his first 
defeat in the Ryder Cup, and ‘an un- 
fortunate one, as he fought back 
wonderfully after a discouraging 
start, 

, Surazen, ‘his determined opponent 
started with 2, 4, 3, and was four up 
with only five holes played. Still 
Alliss, by machine-like prolf, secured 
a lead of one hole ut the end of the 
round, When he stood three up at 
the turn in the second round, it scem- 
ed as if his great effort was to be 
rewarded, 

Sarazen, always-at his best in a 
tight corner, hud other ideas. The 
first five holes coming, home he play- 
ed in 18 strokes, a 2 at the short 15th 
giving him the lead, which he retain- 
ed to the end. 

Of the remaining matches, It was 
mainly a case of missed chances, 
Perry, for instance, played well en-

Seventy-Five Years Of Saving 


{PWE Post OMee Savings Bank has 

been celebrating the 75th an- 
niversary of its foundation, = For 75 
years it has served the public, and 
though jt is now somewhat  over- 
shadowed by municipal saving banks 
and by the large joint-stock baniks, 
with their small savings accounts, 
{t is well to remember that the Post 
Office was in the field before most of 
its competitors thought small depasi- 
tors worth encouraging, and it still 
covers many arcas untouched by 
them. 

Credit for its inception ts given ta 
a thoughtful bank clerk employed 
by the Huddersfield Banking 'Co., 
Charles Stkes by name (an un- 
expected name to be connected with 
the front door of a savings bante.) 
He In the-course of his daily toll 
looked around him and = saw the 
diMculties that faced the poorer 
people when they tried to save. 


The Insecure Stocking 


True, trustee savings banks had 
been established in some of the 
more enterprising towns, but they 
were very few. Large townships 
and whole countics hid nothing to 
encourage the small ‘saver;. the big 


bunks looked down on all such; they- 
bothered with. 


hnd no time to be 
people who wanted to pay in just 
a shilling or two. 

Even the savings banks were not 
very convenient, only open. a, few 
hours on certain days, and the poor 
people had to resort to the traditional 
stocking-foot. But even If put by 
In a safe place, the money was all 
too easily spent again; losses by fire 
and theft were frequent, and old age 
with no savings and no pension was 
a dismal prospect. 

This bank clerk had an ideal of 
giving saving facilities to every per- 
son in the land, and looked for some 
means of carrying it out. He saw 
the Post Office, energetic, expanding, 
airendy with a network of offices 
in towns and villages, as the ma- 
chinery to carry through his plan.

I an office. T have worked amon 
buslness men as a commercinl _tra- 
veller. am oa graduate of one 
University and a student of another. 
Experlence guined jostling with men 
of all classes prompts me to add to 
thoughts of those who have’ con- 
tributed to these columns on the 
question of whether our sons should 
seek a trade or join the ranks of 
“ss and professtonnl men.” 


The dilemma in many minds scems 
to be this—business spells insecurity, 
and a trade, to some, spells a lower- 
ing of social status, The questions 
to which answers are sought arc, 
Which of these is the lesser evil? 
Which is the better start for my 
boy? 


The dilemma exists partly because 
we have forgotten | that excellent 
principle that there is dignity fn ail 
lnbour. How often have we heard a 
fond middle-class parent say with a 
sigh, “Of course, Jolin's just in a 
trade” But {if a Ind has no 
aptitude, unless it be forced, for 
business, or if he has no burning 
desire for a profession, he is much 

“put to oa trade’. In the 
creation of useful things, .be thes 
well-trimmed ditches or mighty 
machines, he will find’a satisfaction 
that the office stool or the polished 
shop counter cannot give him. 


But that reward of u trade can 
come only to those who put oway 
all unhealthy notions of a trade 
being low-grade socially, who can 
look the world in the face and be- 
lieve that their Jabour, however 
humble, is just os full of value to 
humanity as that of the black-coatcd 
brother. 


Dignity of Life 


Another fact should be considered 
by the parent with qualms obout 
putting his Ind to a trade. The 
trades need good middle-cluss youths 
for the dignity of life they can bring 
to the works and the factories, 


I have vivid memories of appren- 
tice lads degraded in many ways to 
make a forenoon or lunch hour sport 
for plder men. Some come out of 
it coarsened, their Jives and decency 


broken. ..They. submit because it has}... . 


always been done. Decent youths 
from decent homes can end it all. 
If they take dignity of Hfe to the 
trades, decency: they have learned 
from their childhood, if they can 
stund up and spenk up against de- 
gradation of youth, they add thereby 
a big quota to the Mfe of thelr city 
and to citizenship. 


To write thus does not imply that 
offices are havens of purity, or Uni- 
versities temples of holiness, but 
the trades especially need the dignity 
and decency which these youths can 
bring who have been trained: to 
manly honour, 

But [f a lad sets his heart on 
buginess or profession, he ought to 
be ungrudglngly alded to realise that 
desire. In these days the white- 
collar job does not menon security; 
but neither docs a trade guarantee 
that. In diMcult tlmes both must 
suffer, in prosperity both sides of 
life stand to gain. Business and pro- 
fessions are not altogether a “risle" 
for youth. 


Waiting for A Chance 


-To prove that “education ts a white 
elephant,” a writer stated in a recent 
article that “we have -University 
undergrads —as car conductors.” 
Maybe so. But an undergrad in 
such a case must be one who has 
failed to. graduate. He should be 
glad to be a car conductor. True, 
for the graduate there {s sometimes 
a perfod of waiting, but ‘the same 
holds truc of many a. Jad desiring 
to be an apprentice. « 

Again, the same writer would 
scare us from putting our sons Into 
business by stating that the black- 
coated brigade pay the terrible price 
to dropping out of the Nat onal 
Health and Penslons Scheme and 
of losing the right to unemployment 
benefit when annual salary excecds 
£250. What of the ralny day? 
What of it?) When snlary exceeds 
£250 the worker may continuc the 
safeguarda of the Health and Pen- 
sions scheme by becoming a volunt- 
ary contributor. Unemployment, 
too, can be guarded against. For a

DRIVER EXONERATED
